in accordance with Title 865,1-12-1 through 1-12-30 of the Indiana Administrative Code, the following 
observations and opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines 
and corners established on this survey as a result of; 

(a) Reference monuments of record 

(b) Title documents of record 

(c) Evidence of active lines of occupation 

(d) Relative Positional Accuracy "RPA" 

The Relative Positional Accuracy “RPA” (due to random errors in measurement) of this survey is 
within that allowable for a suburban survey (0,27 feet) as defined I AC, Title 865 (“Relative Positional 
Accuracy” means the value expressed in feet or meters that represents the uncertainty due to random 
errors in measurements in the location of any point on a survey relative to any other point on the same 
survey at the 95 percent confidence level.”) 

In regard to monuments, point (a) above, in many cases the original section corners were not perpetuated 
or have need obliterated with time and therefore existing topographical features and monuments of 
modern origin provide the only evidence of the corner's most PROBABLE and/or ACCEPTED POSITION. 
In the absence of CREDITABLE physical and/or record evidence then proportional measurement has 
been used to establish the points of division of the section. 

Section comers found or established by topographical features, monuments of modern origin or 
proportional measurement will be labeled as “ACCEPTED CORNER" on the plat of survey and are 
subject to undiscovered evidence regarding the true location of said corners. Uncertainty that surrounds 
an “ACCEPTED CORNER" is inherently passed to any parcel corner dependent upon the position of the 
section corner. Uncertainty of “ACCEPTEDCORNERS” cannot be determined as the position of the 
“TRUE or ORIGINAL" comer is unknown. If any uncertainty is reported it is only an estimate. 

In regard to “ACTIVE LINES OF OCCUPATION”, point (c) above; ACTIVE refers to lines which are 
marked by visible, obvious, well defined and maintained, man-made or placed objects, such as, but not 
limited to, fences, hedges and retaining walls. The uncertainty cited for a line of occupation is general in 
nature and is NOT intended to be specific for every point along the line. Therefore portions of the 
occupation line may vary from the surveyed line by a distance greater or less than uncertainty cited in this 
report. 

This survey is a Retracement Survey. 

This survey was performed at the request of Sally Brann. 

The property is currently in the name of S.K. Brann - Document No. 2003036027, Office of the Recorder, 
Monroe County, Indiana. 

The field work was completed in January, 2011. 

The purpose of this survey is to establish the boundary lines of the subject legal description. 
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MONUMENTS FOUND: 

1. Southwest comer of Document No. 2006010702 (same being the Southwest corner of Deed 
Record 53, page 523): Stone. 

2. South line of Document No. 2003036027 (same being the North line of Document No. 
2006010702 and Deed Record 53, page 523): 2 rebars with yellow Curry caps. 

DEED ANALYSIS: 

The subject legal description contains 2 descriptions. The second (beginning with ALSO) begins 64 feet 6 
inches (64.50 feet) North of the Southwest corner of Deed Record 33, page 523. This puts the Point of 
Beginning of the second description 1.33 feet (1 foot 4 inches) North of the Point of Beginning of the first 
description since the Southwest comer of Deed Record 33, page 523 is the same point described in the 
first description as “...another stake, which is on the East side of the dirt road and 77 links East of the 
railroad track and 10.36 chains North of the South face of the North abutment,..’' 

The second description goes East from its Point of Beginning to the brink of the hill, follows the brink 
Northwesterly to the East side of the dirt road, and then goes South 132 feet to the Point of Beginning. 
This places the second description entirely within the first since 1.33 feet + 132 feet eq ual 133.33 feet, 
considerably less than the 186 feet 6 inches (186.50 feet) along the road called by the first description. 

ESTABLISHMENT OF LINES AND CORNERS: 


1. The South corners of the subject property were held at the Curry rebars (Monument No. 2). 

2. The centerlines of Railroad Street and Moon Road were as-built and held for bearing on the West 
line of the subject property. 

3. The Northwest comer of the property was set at the record 186.5 foot distance from the found 
Point of Beginning. 

4. The North line of the property was set at the record angle from the Northwest corner of the 
property. 

5. The fence along the brink of the hill was as-built and held as the Northeast property lines. 

As a result of the above observations, it is my opinion that the uncertainties in the location of the lines and 
comers established on this survey areas follows: 

Due toAvailability andcondition of mferenoe monuments: 157 feet North-South and 11 feet East-West 
due to discrepancy with record calls from the bridge:abutment 

Due to Occupation or possession lines', driveway and fences and sanitary manhole, as shown. 

Due to Clarity or ambiguity of the record description used and of adjoiners’ descriptions and the 
relationship of the lines of the subject tract with adjoiners’ lines; as discussed above. 

1. The subject legal description (first description) miscloses by 110 feet. 

2. The adjoining property to the North (Deed Record 403, page 298) calls its South line along the 
East side of the road as the “top of the hill”. This creates a gap of about 5 feet at the road and an 
overlap of about 3 feet, 86 feet East of the road. 

3. The adjoining survey and report by Douglas R. Curry were accepted and held for the South line of 
the subject property. 

4. Adjoiner’s drive encroaches by 2.5 feet.
